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FURTHER ORDERED that this case is REMANDED to the United States Patent 
and Trademark Office for recalculation and adjustment of the disputed patent term in accordance 
with the decision of the United States Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit in Wyeth & Elan 
Pharma Int 7 Ltd. v. Kappos, No. 09- 1 1 20, 20 1 0 WL 27 1 84 (Fed. Cir. Jan. 7, 20 1 0).
